to be called a “York Shillings”, and 
not many years ago I still heard 
rural residents of “New York calcu- 
lating in terms of shillings—eight to 
the dollar. Our “New England Shill- 
ing,” on the other hand, was a sixth 
of a dollar—16 and two-thirds cents. 

In the south, as far north as Vir- 
ginia, I used to hear 12% cents call- 
ed a “levy”. I do not know whether 
the term is still in use or not. But 
I hear western friends refer to the 
quarter as ‘‘two-bits.” 

I can nemember when no actual 
coin smaller than a five cent piece 
circulated on the Pacific coast or in 
the deep south. Newspapers all sold 
for a nickel, and all the store prices 
were in multiples of five cents. A 
San Francisco merchant nearly caus- 
ed a riot by bringing in a few tons 
of pennies and marking goods in odd 
cent prices.

THE PROPER CARE OF 
YOUR AUTOMOBILE 


Fenders 


‘ee most common mishap among 
motorists is of a minor nature, 
damage to fenders, but is one which 
is liable to develop into a more 
serious matter if neglected. When 
fenders become scratched or scrap- 
ed they should be retouched 
promptly to prevent rusting, be- 
cause if neglected the rust is liable 
to eat its way through the metal. 
If the fender is black, it should be 
finished with an enamel which dries 
with a color and lustre closely re 
sembling the newly baked enamel. 

' Before the scraped parts are re- 


touched the metal should be thor 
oughly cleaned to remove all 
grease, dirt and rust. If the edges 
of the abrasion are smoothed down 
with fine sandpaper or steel wool 
it will give a better looking job. 

It is wise, also, to retouch worn 
spots on the tire carrier, bumper 
fittings, shock absorbers, and other 
parts which are finished in black. 
If you also touch up bolts and nuts 
which are used for installing 
bumpers, license plates, etc., it will 
be easier, to remove the nuts should 
they need replacement.

FALL RYE FOR PASTURE 


Fall rye, at the Dominion Experi-|in recent years have shown a steady 
—=—!{mental Station, Rosthern, 


Saskat- 
chewan, has proved to be one of the 
best crops’ for late fall and early 
spring pasture. It is an ideal fall 
pasture fof ewes and young stock, 
and for the same ‘class of stock early 
in the spring. It bas given very good 
results guring the spring and ¢arly 
summer months, being espedially 
suitable for sows and litters | and 
other breeding stock. Milch towe 
should be pastured on it very $par- 
ingly, however, as the milk and 
cream may develop an offensive fla- 
vor. All classes of livestock appear 
to relish winter rye in the fall and 
early spring, but it quickly loses its 
palatability when it attains the shot 
blade stage. of maturity. 

It usually comes in head fin the lat- 
ter part of May, and it is usually 
more profitable to pasture tthe field 
closely in the spring, plough about 
the first week in June, and seed to 
some other crop. such as an_ oat 
greenfeed, barley, or an oat-rye mix- 
ture, if more pasture is needed. 

For fall pasture, it has been found 
best, at the Rosthern Experimental 
Station, to seed about July 15 ‘to 
August15, and not to pasture too 
closely before freeze-up. If the crop 
is not to be pastured in ‘the fall, it 
should not be sown until September 
15, because, when too heavy a 
growth develops, winter-killing is 
greater. ; 

Seeded at the rate of 1% bushels 
per acre for wheat, on the grain drill 
has been found beavy enough. Dak- 
old fall tye is one of the most hardy 
varieties tested at the Rosthern Sta- 
tion. 


QUALITY IN BINDER TWINE 


The binder jtwine now being usev 
to harvest Canada's crop comes from 
a number of sources. Canadian made 
twine supplies a large part of the du- 
mestic demand and _ considerable 
quantitics made in the Dominion are 
exported to other countries, but, bin- 
der twine from several other coun- 
tries has come to share the Canadian 
market. The greater part of the im_ 
portations into Canada are from 
Great Britain, Ireland and Holland 
and in recent years small quantities 
have also been received from Bel- 
gium and Germany. 

The law requires ‘that each ball of 
binder twine sold in Canada shall 
bear a label stating the number of 
feet of twine per pound in the ball, 
whether 500, 550, 600 or 650 feet. 
This is a case where quantity is the 
estimate of quality. Inspectors of 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture Seed Branch inspect Cana- 
dian made twine at the places of 
manufacture and imported twine at 
storage warehouses, and by a system 
of measurement and calculation de- 
termine the actual number of feet 
per pound aS compared with the 
length guaranteed.

improvement in both Canadian and 
‘imported twine used in Canada. More 
than three hundred samples were 
taken of the twine distributed in 
Canada in 1934, the tests of which 
showed that 47 per cent had actu- 
ally more twine to the pound than 
was guaranteed and 14 per cent had 
exactly the length guaranteed. The 
remainder of the samples had some 
shortage which was inconsiderable 
in most cases and only 25 per cent 
had a shortage of over 5 per cent, 
which is the limit of shortage allow- 
ed by law. 

Tensile strength in binder twine is 
not subject to legal control. Inspec- 
tors, however, give some attention to 
this factor but it is now seldom that 
a sample is found in which the ten. 
sile strength is too weak for ordin- 
ary binding.

8. VISION IN SHOOTING 


T ERE is some valuable advice 
from shotgun experts, which will 


be welcomed th by novices and 
shooters who are anxious to improve 
their marksmanship Russell W. 
Ielhiott, Manager of ki ‘iott’s Shooting 
Park at) Kansas City, Missouri, 
writes: ‘There is probably no phase 
of clay target shooting instruction in 
which the novice receives so much 
* misinformation as that pertaining to 
the use of both eyes. The  well- 


meaning expert who shoots with both 
eyes open without knowing how or 
why will invariably tell the new- 
comer in the game that he should 
also do so, without first enquiring 
about the relative strength of the 
novice's eyes. 

“The theory of shooting with both 
eyes open is that it permits quicker 
vision of the target when it comes into 
view, but contrary to general belief, 
the left eye dues not aid in the actual 
pointing of the shotgun after the 
target is seen. With a right-handed 
shooter, the right eye directs the gun, 
and it must be as strong or stronger 
than the left eye to prevent cross 
vision when shooting with both eyes 
open. A man whose left eye is the 
stronger should shoot from the left 
shoulder if he expects to make con-

“It has not been my experience 
that both eyes being open isa material 
asset in single target shooting, as 
there is plenty of time for the one- 
eyed shooter to pick up the target 
and break it before it is out of range. 
However, when shooting doubles in 
Skeet or in the field, where a slow 
shooter is at a disadvantage, then the 
larger field of vision to pick up the 
first glimpse of the target gives the 
man who uses both eyes a material 
advantage.’ 

L. G. Sheppard, of the Ontario 
Hunters’ Game Protective Associa- 
tion, St. Catharines, Ont., sends a 
simple method by which the beginner 
can determine which of his eyes is the 
stronger: 

“To find out which eye is the 
stronger,” he writes, ‘‘take a finger 
ring and hold it at arm length, look 
through it with both eyes open at 
some object twenty feet away. Then 
close the left eye. If the right eye 
still sees the object through the ring 
which has not been moved the right 
eye is the stronger and may be 
trusted to align the gun and the 
shooter can keep both eyes open.”

It is certain that nothing which 
Congress may do will go far enough 
to satisfy either the LaFollette Pro- 
gressives, who have a plan fom in- 
cneasing income itaxes all the way 
down the line, or the ‘‘share-the- 
wealth" group, headed by Senator 
Huey Long. The followers of these 
leaders, and several other less well 
organized radical elements, are a- 
gain being taken seriously as politi- 
cal figures in next year's Presidental 
election. 

Still Third Party Talk —
